The Nature of Christ's oak 
Coming 
According to the teachings of 


Christ and His apostles; including 
the prophets of God in Old Testa- 
ment times, the second coming of 
the Son of God will be personal, 
literal, corporeal; actual, and real. 
It will be as visible to the human 
eye as His ascension was to those 
who saw Him “taken up; and a 
eloud received him out of their 
sight” (Acts 1:9).

WHO WILL BE LOST?

“For the Son of man is come to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost.” Luke 19:10. 


MODERNISM in the form of 
New Theology has had its influ- 
ence on both the use and the mean- 
ing of language, rendering some of 
the most meaningful words quite 
unpopular and others meaningless. 
Sin is a word so often employed in 
Scripture that it takes seven col- 
umns in Young’s large concord- 
ance to print the lines in which it 
appears. 

“SIN” was a term often em- 
ployed-in the 19th Century, and it 
conveyed no uncertain meaning. It 
was “the transgression of the law,” 
especially the law of God. As 
Joseph Parker of The City Temple 
once put it, “It was a blow in the 
face of God.” 

“LOST” was in equally common 
use fifty years ago, and men feared 
and shuddered at its employment, 
for it hinted at eternal doom for 
the soul, 

“HELL” suggested a place of tor- 
ment, and was not supposed to be 
over-symbolized by “a lake of 
fire.” Rev. 20:10, 14, 15: Now the 
average man smiles at each of 
them, 

“Sin” is a misstep in the upward 
climb. “Lost” is a temporary be- 
wilderment, and ‘‘Hell” a domestic 
disagreement. 

On my last trip South I .was 
told a story of a girl who, as a Bi- 
ble believer, was uncertain about 
her sweetheart, because he did not 
accept all that she received as 
true, and so she said to her moth- 
er: ‘I don’t think I'll marry him. 
You know he doesn’t believe in 
hell.”” To which her mother replied: 
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“Don’t turn him down on that ac- 
count, dear. Go ahead and marry 
him and he soon will believe in it!” 

That is just about as much hell 
as most people now think possible 
—a slight domestic difference, a 
reason for a residence in Rend, a 


plausible excuse for easy divorce. 


These milk-and-water definitions 
of “sin,” ‘“‘lost,” and “hell” have 
their influence also on their op- 
posites — “holiness” ‘salvation,’ 
and “heaven,” ~—making each of 
them in turn matters of no mo- 
ment; for if “sin’’ is of no concern, 


“holiness” is of no value. If “lost” 


is not to be feared, “salvation” is 
not to be craved; and if “hell” is 
only a domestic d difference, the on- 
ly heaven these is, is a home of 
fair contentment here on earth. 

However, there are yet many 
who believe that Bible terms are 
not subject to such fluctuations; 
that “till heaven and earth pass 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law till all be ful- 
filled.’ And since we agree with 
that company, our theme is justi- 
fied and our question becomes im- 
portant—‘“Who Then Will Be 
Lost?” 

This question we propose to an- 
swer by raising two other ques- 
tions, paradoxical as that propo- 
sition may sound. Those two ques- 
tions are, Who Are the Lost?— 
Why Are They Lost? 


Who Are the Lost? 


In looking through the Scrip- 
tures we find this question fairly 
and as we believe, clearly an- 
swered. According to their teach- 
ing, the«House of Israel is lost, the 
wilful sinner is lost, the unbeliever 
—whether Jew or Gentile—is lost. 
The House of Israel Is Lost! 

In answer to the appeal of the 
woman of Canaan for her daugh- 
ter, grievously vexed with a devil,

MAKEUP AND PERMANENT WAVES? 
CHURCH SUPPERS? 
IS IT WRONG TO KISS? 

A YOUNG WOMAN'S QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


QUESTION 1: “What do. you 
think about a Christian using 
make-up and permanent waves?” 


ANSWER: The Bible does not 
have a clear statement either 
against make-up or against per- 
manent waves. However, there are 
some general rules to follow. One 
is that a woman should not make 
her dress, or jewelry, or the way 
she arranges her hair her adorn- 
ment (I Peter 3:3). The Bible does 


not say it is wrong to plait the 


hair, but that the plaiting of the 
hair should not be a Christian 
woman’s adornment. She should ex- 
pect her real beauty to be in a 
meek and quiet spirit, a matter of 
the heart..So do not be vain and 
do not give too much attention to 
the matter of your looks. . 
Again, I think a Christian wom- 
an should be careful not to pattern 
too much after the world. My own 


: 


conviction is that most make-up is 
artificial and looks unnatural and 
does not contribute to real beauty. 
It is merely a fad of people who ° 
are worldly-minded and trying to 
keep up with the whims of the 
world. So while I do not think 
there is necessarily any harm in 


waving the hair after a natural 


fashion or in powdering the face, 
I think that painting the lips and 
finger nails and painting the face 
seems unnatural and gives the im- 
pression that one is following af- 
ter the world. At least the best 
Christians that I know do not use 
lipstick and rouge and do not paint 
the finger nails. Some other good 
women do, but naturally some peo- 
ple feel that they are patterning 
pretty closely after the worldly 
crowd.

Jews. That is because they know 
not their Bibles. The Jew is the 
key to prophecy and all prophecy 
is ultimately concerned with the 


When we speak of the Jews we 
are speaking of a people that had 
their origin in a miracle. From 
90-year-old Sarah, sterile and past 
hope, was born Isaac; from Isaac 
came Jacob, and from Jacob the 
twelve tribes of Israel. In the 
course of natural events, Isaac 
could not have been. By the power 
of God he came into being, and 


in the supernatural stood up on its 
feet and began its strange march 
down the centuries. (Gen. 12:1-4). 

No other nation of history has 
had such manifest and visible tok- 
ens of the Divine presence. For 
them the Red Sea was driven back 
and the Jordan parted. They were 
miraculously fed in the wilderness, 
sheltered and guided by the Divine 
Pillar of Fire. For them the sun 
and moon.were stayed in their 
courses that their enemies might 
‘be put down. They began as a 
miracle, and their endurance to 
this hour is a miracle. 


During the 380 centuries of her 
existence, Jewry has been perpet- 
ually stumbling on the verge of 
the abyss of annihilation, yet al- 
ways had she recovered her -foot- 
ing and in the hour when nations 
worked hardest to wipe them out, 
they multiplied more rapidly than 
ever. Why? The Word of God has 
the only answer, and whether some 
like it or not, stern facts prove 
the Bible true. 

Like it or not—their preserva- 
tion is the miracle of history. 


Like it or not, the number of 
eminent Jews in the world is and 
has always been out of all pro- 
portion to their population. And 
not because they have plotted to 
put themselves in places of em 
nence, but because of sheer bril- 
liance and application, Their posi- 
tions on the faculties of univer- 
sities are awarded by competitive 
examinations, where names are not 
even signed to the papers, yet un- 
der these conditions, they have won 
out in outstanding proportion. 
Jealous as we may feel, the fact 
is that most of us are greatly in- 
debted to Jews. It was Jewish 
money that financed Christopher 
Columbus and made possible the 
discovery of this country. It. was 
Jewish money that carried it thru 
the Revolutionary War. Hyam Sal- 
omon was the Jewish broker who 
almost single handedly carried Jef- 
ferson, Monroe and Madison thru 
the day of their financial difficul- 
ties, bringing America to victory. 
Rarely did. Salomon ask interest 
on his loans, and frequently he 
made loans knowing he could nev- 
er be repaid. He died in squalor, 
his lungs choking with tuberculo- 
sis. Nothing was done to repay his 
heirs and nothing to perpetuate 
hissmemory. 

The- number of Jews receiving 
Nobel prizes is very large, indicat- 


and other worthy causes for the 
blessing of humanity. Here are 
some of them: 

Bayer — chemistry, 1905; Mich- 


medicine, 1907; Lippman — phys- 
ics, 1908; Mitchnikoff — medicine, 
1908; Heyse — literature, 1910; 


——peace, 1911; Fried — peace, 19- 
11; Barany — medicine, 1914; Wil- 
staetter —- chemistry, 1915; Haber 
——chemistry, 1918; Einstein—phys- 
ics, 1921; Bohr — physics, 1922; 
Meyerhoff — medicine, 1922; 


medicine, 1930; Warburg: — medi- 
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cine, 1931; Loewi — medicine, 19- 
36; Ossietsky —-peace, 1936. Four- 
teen of these Jews were German 
Jews and four more Austrian Jews. 
In Germany, where Hitler de- 
clared the Jew extended a degrad- 
ing and contaminating influence. 
upon German culture, there have 
been 38 Nobel laureates (1933). 
Of these, 11 were Jews, or 29 per 
cent, about 29 times Jewry’s pro- 
portionate share as compared to 
the “‘Aryan” stocks. In Austria 
there were six. Of these, three were 
Jews, or fifty per cent, as contrast- 
ed with an Austrian Jewish pop- 
ulation of less than 4 per cent. 
“A Nazi who has syphilis must 
not allow himself to be cured by 
salvarsan, because it is the dis- 
covery of the Jew, Ehrlich: He 
must not even take steps to find 
out whether he has syphilis, be- 
cause the Wasserman reaction used 
for the purpose is the discovery of 
a Jew ...A Nazi-who has heart 
disease must not use digitalis, 
whose use in heart diseases was 
developed by a Jew, Ludwig Trabo. 
If he has a toothache, he will not 
be able to use cocaine, for he will 
be benefitting from the work of a 
Jew, Solomon Stricker. Typhus 
must not be treated, for he will 
have to benefit by the discoveries 
of Jews, Widall and Weill. If he 
has diabetes, he must not use in- 
sulin, because of the research work 
of a Jew, Minkowsky. If he has a 
headache, he must shun pyramidon 
and antipyrin, discovered by Spiro 
and Hiloge. Anti-Semites who have 
convulsions must put up with them, 
for it was a Jew, Oscar Liebreach, 
who thought of using chloral hy- 
drate. This is true for psychic ail- 
ments, since the Jew, Freud, is 
the father of psychoanalysis .. .” 


As a minority group and because 
they are the one international] peo- 
ple, they have been blamed for al- 
most everything, even the black 
plague of the fourteenth century. 
In recent years they have been 
charged with a plot to overthrow 
all Gentile governments. 


And so, down through the his- 
tory of the world runs this bloody 
stream of Jewish persecution. A 
new tide of hate is rising over the 
earth in our day and the sorrows 
of the Jew cry to heaven for mercy 
and judgment. Hatred of them has 
become a fetish with millions of 
pagans, and strange to say, some 
deluded Christians have yielded to 
the influence of the vicious propa- 
ganda of hate. 

Everywhere today Jews, wheth- 
er little children, sick or aged, are 
insulted, castigated, mutilated and 
assassinated for having the blood of 
Jacob in their veins. Many of them 
find suicide the only way out. 


No wonder a great British 
statesman and educator said re- 
cently: “The lights of Europe are 
going out one by one, the light of 
culture, learning and human kind- 
ness. They are going out because 
the deified monster, Hitler; is swal- 
lowing them.” 

Those words are exactly in line 
with the judgments pronounced by 
the Word of. God. The words of 
Gen. 12:3 have not been abrogated 
by God. Let all who would perse- 
cute the Jew read Jer. 30:11-18. If 
you think the Jew can be de- 
stroyed, read Jer. 31:35-37. 

Every Christian with any ¢Ca- 

pacity for spiritual discernment 
knows that back of hatred of the 
Jew is Satan himself. If anything 
proves the existence of a personal 
devil, anti-Semitism does. 
knows that Israel gave us the Book 
he most despises, the Book that 
foretells his undoing. Satan knows 
that a Jewish womb gave body to 
our Lord and Saviour when He 
came into this world. Satan well 
knows that the precious blood that 
flowed .for the sinners’ cleansing, 
came from the wounds and opened 
side of a Jew (Jn. 4:22). Satan 
knows that the Scepter has not de- 
parted from Judah and that it is 
the Lion of the Tribe of Judah who 
will yet rule over all the earth. 
- And Satan knows that nothing 
so effectively -stops the inflow of 
spiritual blessing into the heart of 
a Christian as an infection of the 
virus of Jew-hate.

(Luke 19:9, 
10). Zacchaeus was regarded as 
lost before he came to Christ. 
There are a great many .people 
in these days, modernist ministers 
being leaders, who are trying to 
impress the public to the contrary. 
Christ’s estimate of the Jew’s con- 
dition is-not their estimate. They 
think the Jew is safe, and they are 
quite . disposed to defend him 
against all critics, and to fellow- 
ship him on the ground that he 
has as much right to his religion 
as Christians have to theirs; that 
he is, doubtless, just as safe in be- 
lieving the same as are Christians. 
However, the fact remains that 
Christ, coming into the world by 
the way of a Jewish woman’s 
womb, counted them a nation lost 
to God and lost in sin. With the 
rare exception of the converted Jew 
Israel is “lost”; and by that we do 
not mean that she is hid away 
among the nations; we do mean 
that she is divorced from God. 


“Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father.” (I Jn. 
3:23). 

It may be a shock to certain lib- 
erals to say it, but if so, we leave 
them to quarrel with the Apostle 
John rather than with us: 

“Who is a liar but he that deni- 
eth that Jesus is the Christ? He is 
antichrist, that denieth the Father 
and the Son.” (I John 2:22). 

The Wilful Sinner Is Also Lost 

Among the parables of the New 
Testament, no one is more sug- 
gestive than the parable of the 
prodigal son, recorded in Luke 15: 
11-32. It will be remembered that 
when he came home, the father, 
speaking of his former condition, 
said: 

“It was meet that we should be 
merry, and be glad: for this thy 
brother was dead, and is alive 
again: and was lost, and is fou 
(Vs. 32). 

All will concede that the main 
point of this great parable is made 
up of four words— “dead,” “lost,” 
“alive,” “found.” 

When was he dead? When was 
he lost? While away from the fa- 
ther in the far country, in sinful 
associations—on a swinish level. 

Where, then, will you find the 
lost, tonight, save in the same place 
and condition? The roadhouses of 


metropolis are filled tonight with 
the lost; your multiplied saloons 
number into the thousands in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul and they are 
being patronized by the lost, and 
by the lost only. Your gambling 
holes, your picture shows, your vile 
theatres, are jammed with dead 
men and women; with men and 
women who are lost; lost to God; 
lost to morality; lost to a sense of 
right and wrong; lost in the mael- 
strom of sin. 

A few years ago we had certain 
intellectuals who started in writ- 
ing books on psychoanalysis, which 
was only a new name for sexuality. 
At the same time they secured,

E. C. Crocker, sympathetically 
reviewing Einstein’s book, tells us:

If there is some way of salva- 
tion besides the way of faith in Je- 
sus Christ, the world has sought it 
in vain—even until now.

i The Second Coming of Christ and 


Real Christian Experience 


The second coming of. Christ is 
the one great event, if believed, 
which will produce the greatest 
Christian experience in the life of 
every believer. For the truth in- 


’ cludes every fundamental doctrine 


in the Bible, every sublime prom- 


ise, every radiant hope, giving in- 


spiration to every practical ex- 
hortation, and furnishing the basis 
of apostolic appeal to the highest 
type of Christian living. 3 
The second coming of our Lord 
is bound up with the exhortation 
to live a holy life. For if the con- 
fession of our lips be the expres- 
sion of our hearts, then there must 
be the hearty turning away from 


& . the old life, or “fruits meet for re- 


pentance.” The endeavor to live 
this life finds its appeal in the fact 
of our Lord’s second coming. As 
it is written: “I pray God your 


. whole spirit and soul and body be 


preserved blameless unto the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ” (I 
Thess. 5:23). 


The second coming of our Lord 
is bound up with the exhortation to 
abide in Him, For nothing could 
be more shameful than to profess 
His name, stand for the faith, and 
then be filled with doubt, with un- 
certainty, once true to Him and 
then false, falling away, and mak- 
ing ourselves stumbling blocks to 
others.

It is bound 
up with the exhortation to love one 
another: “The Lord make you to 
increase and abound in love one 
. . to the end he

fact, I think you will not feel the 
need of any permanent waves. 

I think a Christian woman 
should dress neatly, and try 
attractive, but that she should not 
have her mind set too much on her 
looks and that she ought not to 
specially try to keep up with all 
the silly fads of style. 

QUESTION 2: “Is it wrong to 
have suppers in the church?” 

ANSWER: Not necessarily. A 
number of places in the New Tes- 
tament indicate that the Chris- 
tians in Bible times often ate to- 
gether. It is nice for Christians to 
eat together and thank God to- 
gether and enjoy sweet fellow- 
ship. But we should remember that 
eating and drinking is never the 
main thing. The main thing is 
serving God, preaching the Word, 
getting souls saved. To put eating 
and drinking first in the church 
would be as wicked as putting eat- 
ing and drinking first in the home, 
instead of serving God. 

An entirely different matter is 
where suppers in the church are 
used to make money. I think that 
that is contrary to the spirit of the 
New Testament. God has planned 
a way for the expenses of the 
churches to be met, by the tithes 
and free-will offerings of His peo- 
ple. To do away with God’s plan 
and put on bazaars and rummage 
sales and suppers brings the 
church into disrepute and does 
great harm, I think. I believe it 
is wrong for churches to use these 
unscriptural ways of making mon- 
ey for the church. 

Of course an individual Chris- 
tian may do anything that is hon- 
orable to make money, and then 
may give the money to the church; 
but churches ought not to be in the 
money-making business, in my 
humble opinion. 

QUESTION 3: “Is it wrong to 
kiss ? ? 

ANSWER: I take it for grant- 
ed that you mean is it wrong for 
young people, unmarried, to kiss 
each other. I answer that I think 
young. people who are engaged to 
be married might sometimes kiss; 
and I think it is all right, under 
proper circumstances, for people 
who are related by close ties of 
blood or marriage to kiss in greet- 
ing. But promiscuous kissing of 
young people on dates, when they 
do not specially love each other 
and do not plan to marry each oth- 


Lord . .. For the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with-the voice of the .arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up togeth- 
‘er with them in the clouds to meet 
the Lord in the air: so shall we 
ever be with the Lord.

I have 
kept the faith: henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day: and not to me only, but 
unto all them also that love his 
appearing” (II Timothy 4:7, 8).
